tint of business or else raise their woo! 
cheaper. This a slalement of Ihe cast 
with regard to this country and Ane- 
rnlia, the great sheep producing conn- 
:.ry of the world. Thfl ocean separates 
.Ilia country from Australia, and In 
Australia sheep are raised at one-seven- 
teenth what it costs in California to 
raiee them. This may goiind Hlrange, 


I nit I have been in Australia and I 
know the figures. 1 know a man there 
with 8">,000 sheep. He runs them for 
$5,000 a year. In California it would 
coat $S!i,o6o lo run these sheep a year. 
This applies to keeping the sheep, and 
not to their purchase in tin: lirst place. 


•'Wool is brought from Australia to 


San Francisco at one-half cent a pound, 
or fiO cents a hundred. It costs f)7'i-

"The ocean separating Australia froi 


America can be passed almost as easily 
as crossing a river. Now if the wool 
from that country, coaling not nearly so 
much to rnis« it, and costing IOFH to get 
it to San Francisco than it costs from 
this valley, is sent here in compL-tilioi 
with home-raised wool, wlnit show i 
(here for Ihe home product?

take Ibe place of tho Australian woolf 
for all mixing purposes, although thest 
native wools are not so fine as the Aus- 
tralian." 


A slight advance in the price of woo

A Few Suggestions for Bettering 


the Service. 


KniTou UBi'uuucAN:—No doubt the 


present system of lighting the streets of 
Freeno hau been discussed thoroughly 
from a financial standpoint, hut have 
the people the in selves, or any onu of 
them, thrown out any hint of whether 
they are up to the mark or not? Ur, 
in fact, have the pcopto who, from one 
cause or another, move nhoiil during 
the night, declared that they were satis- 
lied with the eervice? It will bo ac- 
knowledged, presumably, that the light- 
ing of cities is intended UB much for thu 
protection of the latter cluas, that is, 
night birds, MS it is for the protection of 
the citizen's property against the visit of 
the burglar. The danger of the traveler 
being sandbagged in the dark and 
robht'd is equally as great ns having a 
window or a door open during the night 
and our valuables abstracted. 


Of course all cities and towns do not 


go backwards in their modes of civil- 
ized life. 
11 is not in accord with 


modern life to do so. It IB certainly a 
backward step when a city iwvenmient, 
having once lighted or partially lighted 
their city, to turn those lights out for 
the bcnelit of the burglar nnd assassin. 
That ia only reasonable to expect in 
times of war or panic. Instead of turn- 
ing out the lights or decreasing them in 
any way, ways and means should be de- 
vised to increase them. But with a 
lage light like the carbon electric, it 
should bo done systematically, until 
there would be one at the corner of 
every second square in any direction. 


The lights in the court house square 


could, with the aid of a trilling addition 
of wire, also be made more than 100 
per cent more useful by removing those 
on tho corners of the building (where 
their utility ia destroyed by the sur- 
rounding foliage) up to the foot of the 
Staff on the spire, round the edge of the 
picket work. 


With three lights placed there at such 


an angle HO that two could be seen in 


-— direction, they would give such a

irger number of citizens than by the 
resent arrangement.
